‘The Indian who was captured by the sol- 
diers was brought to town andis now under 
guard in. the troop train, which is side- 
tracked in the yards of the Brainerd and 
Northern Minnesota railway. . 

Another Indian was captured by Deputy 
United States Marshal Morrison and taken 
‘to town and locked up in the village jail. 

As soon as the boats had put ashore the 
wounded men and prisoners, ammunition 
and supplies were taken aboard and another

FEAR TROOPS ARE ANNIHILATED 


‘Later Reports from the Scene of Con- 
flict Lead to the Gravest Ap- 
prehensions. 


{SPECIAL DISPATCH BY THE POSTMASTER. ] 

Lathrop, Minn., Oct. §.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—A friendly Indian came in from 
Leech Lake reservation this afternoon, the 
southern boundary of which is but five miles 
from Lathrop, following the old government 
road, and reports a serious conflict twenty- 
five miles north of Walker between General 
Bacon, with a command of eighty of the 
Third Infantry and some United States Mar- 
shals, and the Indians. | 

The Indians numbered 150 or 200 actually 
engaged in the conflict, while there were 
scattered over the island between 300 ana 
400 well-armed and painted redskins. ° 

The Indians opened the dance with a ter- 
rific and blood-curdling yell, followed by a 
heavy volley from the bushes, in which sev- 
eral soldiers were wounded and one or two

Up to the time our informant left the 
scene of action there had been five soldiers 
and citizens killed and eight wounded. 

It was impossible to learn what damage 
was inflicted upon the reds by the soldiers 
and citizens. é 

By later information it was learned that 
the soldiers followed the Indians into the 
brush, and it is feared that all of Bacon's 
command has been annihilated. 

The authorities have ordered two thou- 
sand more troops to be sent to the seat of 
trouble as soon as possible to protect set- 
tlers in that vicinity and subdue) the In- 
dians.

MAY SPREAD TO OTHER TRIBES, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—Official dis« 
patches received here tonight brought to the 
authorities the sydden realization of an In- 
dian uprising of more than ordinary dimen- 
sions. 
The dispatches began coming about 6 p, 
m., two of them coming to Secretary Bliss, 
who, as head of the Interior department, has 
charge of Indian affairs, and a third to At- 
torney General Griggs from one of the United 
States Marshals at the seat of the uprising. 
The first dispatch to Secretary Bliss was as 
follows: 

“ Walker, Minn., Oct. 5.—To Secretary of 
the Interior, Washington: The Indians twen- 
ty-five miles from here on the mainiand of 
North Bear Island opened fire on the troops 
under command of General Bacon without 
warning this morning at 11:30. 
"I fear the army in the field Is not strong

While they were together a representative 
of the Associated Press called and handed 
them the press dispatch giving more extend- 
ed details of the sanguinary engagement 
between the troops and the Indians this noon, 
General Alger read.the dispatch aloud, 
punctuating it with his own ebservations om 
the gallantry of themen, ...._. 


May Send Gatling Gun. ~~ ~~~ 


The two Secretaries agreed that the Siu, 
ation had reached a stage when energetic 
steps were needd. Turning to his military 
aid, Major Hopkins, Secretary Alger said: 
“ Take those dispatches to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin and tell him to have ample re~ 
inforcements sent immediately. If need be 
have @ special train secured and the rein- 
forcements sent forward without delay. If 
it seems to.be desirable to send along @ 
gatling gun, let that be done also.”

ment and delivered the message to the

General: Have more troops sent here imme- 
diately.

The War department had received no dis- 
patches from General Bacon or from any of 
the military authorities in the department 
where the uprising had occurred. 

This caused some surprise and doubt, and 
it left entirely open the question as to dur 
list of casualties. It was noted that none of 
the official dispatches had mentioned the 
casualties on our side, the only reference te 
this important point being jn the press dis- 
patch. 

General Corbin was inclined to believe that 
the reports were magnified. Speaking as an 
old Indian fighter, he said Indian fights were 
apt to grow considerably after they had oc- 
curred. Moreover, General Corbin felt that 
there was no need for apprehension, in view 
of the large number of troops within easy 
reach of General Bacon, and immediately 
under his command. 

Plenty of Help Within Call. 
General Bacon is the commanding officer 
of the Department of the Dakotas, wi 
headquarters at St. Paul, and the Th

yGANN MUCH SURPRISED. 


Cominissioner Investigates and 
Admits Protests Are 
Fully Justified. 


“CHARGE OF POLITICS MADE. 


Stirred at last by the hundreds of com- 
plaints that have been pouring daily into the 
office of the Bureau of Street and Alley 
“leaning and by the public attention directed 
to existing conditions through articles in the 
newspapers, the Department of Public 
Works yesterday began the task of remov- 
ing the accumulated garbage and filth that 
for weeks has been piling up, decomposing, 
and festering in the streets and alleys of Chi- 
cago. Hundreds of teams were at work, and 
called at places where the sight of a 

rbage wagon was a decided novelty, yet 
when night fell, in many parts of the city, 
the unsightly heaps of refuse had not been 
touched. The task was too great to be ac- 
complished in a day. 

Early in the morning Commissioner Mc- 
Gann set out on a tour of investigation, and 
found that the complaints were justified. He 

_porrowed men from the Water department, 
and set them at work to clean up the worst 
places. The commissioner, however, says 

- only temporary relief can be given in this 
way. He declares the trouble is due to lack 
of funds, but admits that in many wards the 
teams employed by the city have not ac- 
complished what was expected of them. 


Republicans See Other Reasons. 


But leading Republicans take issue with 
Mr. McGann and declare the trouble arises 
from the fact many incompetent men, for 
political reasons, have been given berths in 
the Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning, 
and that others not incompetent for similar 
reasons have been allowed to negiect their 
work in order to take a hand in campaign- 
ing for the party that now reigns in the City 
Hall 


Practically everywhere ,throughout the 
city the story was the same. The South Side, 
on investigation, was found to have less to 

*.gomplain of than any other section of the 

city, but in the poorer parts of the North 
Bide and all over the West and Northwest 
divisions, conditions were-found that make 
it seem remarkable the death rate has not 
given a more complete reflection of the un- 
sanitary state of the streets and alleys. 
. At the office of the Bureau of Street and 
Alley Cleaning in the City Hall the request 
of THE TRIBUNE to see the complaint book, 
wherein the protests of citizens concerning 
the condition of thoroughfares and failure 
to empty garbage boxes are supposed tv be 
recorded was refused. Superintendent Will- 
fam Crossette, who has charge of this branch 
of the work of the Department of Public 
Works, declared the statement 200 com- 
plaints had been made in a single day was 
erroneous, but that only seven’ complaints 
had been recorded on Tuesday, the day re- 
ferred to. 

This disparity in figures was accounted for 
by an habitué of the City Hall, who is in- 
timately acquainted with the workings of 
its several departments, who said: 

“The reason the complaint book makes 
no larger showing is that only the com- 
plaints feceived by mail are recorded.. The 
majority of Gomplainis are made verbally. 
These aré noted on printed blank» kep* for 
the purpose and turned over to the ward 
superintendents.” 

Within ten minutes, while the representa- 
Jive of THe TRIBUNE was at the complaint 
clerk’s desk, four citizens appeared to tell 
of garbage bexes that had not been emptied 
‘or anywhere from a week to three weeks. 


$treet Sweeping Also Neglected. 


The failure to empty reeking garbage 
boxes in all parts of the city is duplicated 
In the evidences that appear evérywhere 
that the sweeping of streets has been neg- 
lected for weeks and in some cases for 
months. Thoroughfares that.used to be. 
swept two or three ‘times a week in many 
tases have been swept only once or twice 
throughout the summer. 

Among the citizens who filed into the 
office of the complaint clerk were several 
Aldermen, who came to. speak for their 
wards. Alderman Novak of the Eighth 
Ward said the advent of a scavenger wagon 
in his bailiwick was something unknown 
and that residents there had well nigh for- 
gotten what one looked like. Alderman 
John Brennan, Stanley Zunz, Edward Cul- 
lerton, and Joseph H. Francis gave similar 
testimony. 

One indignant Democrat called to protest 
against a nuisance in the form of a heap 
of refuse piled in the street in front of his 
house. He was W. S. Paln, a prominent 
Democratic politician of the Thirtieth Ward, 
and residing at 633 Thirty-second street. 
He was unable to get the attention of a clerk 
and went away angry. 


‘McGann Makes Investigations. 


Commissioner McGann in the morning 
went with Superintendent Doherty to in- 
spect several West Side wards. On his re- 
turn he said he was surprised to find such 
an accumulation of filth and refuse, in 
many cases in streets and alieys that had 

m reported to have been cleaned. The 
garbage boxes, he said, in many instances 
looked as if they had not been emptied in = 
weeks. The residents say their looks do not 
belie the fact. 

AS a result of the Commissioner’s trip it 

Said that several ward superintendents 
are likely to lose their official heads. 

Superintendent of Streets Doherty said no 

» effort was being made to clean the streets 
outside of the down-town district and said 
is was because of a shortage of funds. 
The appropriation for scavenger work this 
year was $417,060, a large increase over the 
amount set aside for this service last year. 
re is now g balance of $72,897 on hand to 
the credit of the scavenger work. The ap- 
Propriation for street cleaning and repairs 
for 1898 was $399,728. Of this amount there 
ls still available $22,113. 


Filth on the North Side. 


An examination of the portion of the North 
Bide lying within a half mile of the river 
showed the progress of the work being done 
to allay the indignation of the citizens. In 
the morning the teams began working from | 
the lake west. At Dearborn avenue and Erie 
street at 2 p. m. two garbage wagons were 
found at work within a half block of each 
Other, and west of them was found a terri- 
tory in its pristine condition of neglect and 
accumulated filth. 

In the rear of 212 Erie street was an im- 
mense garbage box so full of ill-smelling 
matter that its cover would not shut down, 
and scattered around it enough refuse to half 
fill the box.

garbage boxes and neglected streets. 

In West Harrison, near Aberdeen street,a 
merchant stated the former street had been 
swept only twice this year. 


In the Northwest Division. 


There was a swift scramble in the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth Wards and before 
night there’ appeared marked evidences of 
the garbage men having been around do- 
~ hasty work. But while garbage boxes 
were given a visit, the job of cleaning up 
the streets and alleys on short notice was 
too great: for the administration to grapple 
with. Streets which have not been touched 
for a year present a formidable problem. 
They look: hopeless, and the people of these 
wards regard them with despair. 

Milwaukee avenue was paved with asphalt 
a year ago between Division street and 
North avenue. It was cleaned once after ft 
had been finished, then went untouched until 
May. According to the testimony of resi- 
dents it has not been cleaned since and is 
almost impassable for heavy traffic owing 
to the accumulations of filth. 

William Will, a grocer at North Marsh- 
field avenue and Cornelia street, deciares 
there is a box in the rear of his place which 
has nct been emptied in five months. Other 
neighbors say the garbage man was last 
seen in the vicinity about four wecks ago. 
The garbage box in question is one of the 
prize-winners of the ward. It is a writhing, 
putrid mixture of decaying animal and veg- 
etable matter. 


Sample Garbage Box. 


There is a garbage box at Homer street 
and Milwaukee avenue, one of the big 
double-doored kind, filled with all sorts of 
good things from a garbage standpoint. It 
has received such generous patronage that 
it shows a tendency to take possession of 
surrounding territory. If let alone for two 
or three weeks more it will have control of 
Homer street. This box is alongside of 
Hartwick’s drug store at Western and Mil- 
waukee avenues. 

**I don’t remember when the collector was 
around the last time,’’ said the clerk in the 
store. ‘‘ I guess he was here about a month 
ago. For a few months after Mayor Har- 
rison was elected the garbage was collected 
regularly once a week, but for some time 
now it has been neglected. The street has not 
been cleaned for a year.”’ 

Winnebago avenue, from Western avenue 
east for several blocks, is a sample of the 
condition of the streets in the Fifteenth 
Ward.- This street is littered with bricks 
and other discarded building material. Great 
iron castings lig in the street in such a posi- 
tion that they are a menace to life and limb 
if a buggy should attempt to traverse the 
street at night. The street Is seven or eight 
inches deep in mud. There has been no at- 
tempt to clean this street during the sum- 


mer, 


Hyde Park Residents Complain. 


Complaints from the South Side came 
chiefly from restricted sections of Kenwood, 
Hiyde Park, Woodlawn, and Englewood. 
Lake avenue from Fiftieth street south was 
the subject of numerous protests, while from 
the Woodlawn districts came many pro- 
tests against neglect to empty garbage 
boxes. 
Archer avenue, from Clark street south- 
west, is little better than a muck hole. The 
old cedar blocks that originally formed the 
pavement have been ground to pulp, and 
rains make the street impassable. State 
street, Wabash avenue, Dearborn street, 
and Princeton avenue, in places, are almost 
as bad. 

The complaint clerk was kept busy all 
day, and at times citizens a line be- 
fore the window. They were indignant and 
would accept none of the excuses offered: 
Philip Apfel, 486 Garfield avenue, said gar- 
bage had stood there two weeks. Otto 
Jaffke, 1081 West Thirteenth street; E. R. 
Landen, 1135 Ogden avenue; H. 
Schmidt, who owns property at Thirty- 
ninth street and Vincennes avenue; and C. 
Lassman. Halsted and Taylor streets, made 
similar complaints. The latter said that 
never since Miss Johnson had ceased to be 
inspector in the Nineteenth Ward had the 
garbage been collected as well as before.
